College Takes a Giant 
Step Toward Peninsula

Preliminary soil reports arc 
encouraging and a study of 
traffic arteries indicate that 
the Peninsula site for the 
South Bay State College will 
present no severe problems, it 
was reported this week by 
Chancellor Glcnn S. Durakc.

Commenting on results of 
early investigations into the 
four conditions attached to the 
Peninsula site by the Board of 
Trustees in San Diego two 
weeks ago. Or. Dumke said a 
study of the traffic capacity of 
icccss roads to the proposed 
site "showed that existing ac­ 
cess roads, with already 
planned widening, could ade­ 
quately handle all campus and 
noncampus traffic."

UK SAID the traffic prob­ 
lem will not bo severe "since

the college will grow gradual­ 
ly over many years and arriv­ 
ing and departing campus 
traffic will not be concentrat­ 
ed during the community's 
peak commuting hours."

He added that the study was 
confined to existing roads to 
the area.

The chancellor said every 
effort would be made to ac­ 
quire college land not zoned 
for scientific research and de­ 
velopment. He said as little 
as possible of the specially 
zoned land would be used ac­ 
cording to current plans.
